THe 6'^- of December itf ji , being in the Gulf of Folo , riding 
at Anchor , about ten of the Clock that Night , it be- 
gan to rain Sand or Alhcs , and continued till two of the 
Clock the next Morning. It was about two inches thick on the 
Deck , fo that we caft it over board with Shovels , as we 
did Snow the day before ; The quantity of a Bufhel we 
brought home , and prefented to feveral * „ r u r a<i.

of a Letter not long fince written from Rome , reBifying the 

Relation of Salamanders livinginFire. 

This came from that Expert Anatomift M. Steno^ to Dr. Croon-, 
Videl. That a Knight called CiJrwV?;, had alTured him, that, h^- 
vlngca[[ a Salamander, brought him out of the Indies^ into the 
Fire , the Animal thereupon fwelFd prefently , and then vomi- 
ted ftore of thick flimy matter , which did put out the neigh- 
bouring. Coals, to which the Salamander retired immediately , 
patting them out again in the fame manner , as foon as they re-
